Chapter 15, Laws of 1959 amends RSA 
76 by inserting after section 11 the follow- 
ing new section: 76:ll-a Information 
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Required. The tax bill which is sent to 
every person taxed, or his agent, if known, 
as provided in section 11, shall show the 
rate for municipal, school and county 
taxes separately. Any town, through its 
selectmen, may request that the tax com- 
mission compute the rates which will ap- 
pear on the tax bills as provided here- 
under and upon said request the tax com- 
mission shall furnish the required infor- 
mation. 


A combined or total rate is shown 
above for those towns with a single school 
district and with no precincts or village 
districts. It is reeommended that the com- 
bined rate be shown on each tax bill in 
addition to the separate rates. Precinct 
and multiple school district towns and 
cities should also arrange their tax bills 
so that each taxpayer will know his total 
tax rate as well as the rate breakdown.

People cause fires. Our records show 
that the number of fires increase in an 
area as the population increases and our 
state is growing tremendously. This means 
that we all must be aware of fire causes 
and do our best to prevent their occur- 
rence. 


When we are very young the lighted 
matches is an adventure, burnt fingers 
and a dropped match is another fire. A 
little older we like to have a woodland 
cookout, or go out by ourselves for a 
smoke but fire and forests get together 
for another statistic. We adults like to 
clean up in the spring, burn the old debris 
and the dead grass, result - escaped fires 
and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages 
located in woodlands and with abandoned 
fields and forests crowding the back yard 
of our villages’ streets, it is necessary 
that everyone be aware all through the 
fire season, which comes with the dis- 
‘appearance of the snow, of the need to 
be careful with outdoor fires and _ fire 
sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger 
of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking 
material from a car or while walk- 
ing through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish prefer- 
ably at the town dump. If you must 
burn - 


a. You need a written permit from 
the town fire warden for all 
debris burning except when the 
ground is covered with snow. 
Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal braziers 
in your own back yard is per- 
mitted on notification of the 
warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by reg- 
ulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on grass by 
householders between 9:00 A. M. 
and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to 
control the fire before you light 
the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of 
control to your fire warden or fire 
department.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Town of Allenstown for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1968, which was made by this Division in 
accordance with the vote of the Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed 
are included as part of the report. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given the Town Clerk as 
part of the permanent records. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Town Clerk, Municipal Court, Trustees of Trust Funcs and 
Library. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1967 - December 31, 
1968: (Exhibit A-1) = 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1967 and 
December 31, 1968, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated 
therein, the Net Debt decreased by $1, 698.06 in 1968. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town 
during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which 
caused the change indicated therein.

Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal yaar ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1968, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indi- 
cated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $6, 420.53, less a net revenue surplus of 
$4, 118.09, resulted in a net budget deficit of $2, 302. 44. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1968, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. 
Proof of the Treasurer's balance as of December 31, 1968, is 
indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipts, and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited. Vouchers ana cancelled checks were com- 
pared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in 
the books of records. Receipts were checked by source insofar 
as possible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book 
balances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank 
balances made from statements obtained from depository banks. 
Verification of uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices to 
delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector's records. The 
amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this 
report are therefore subject to any changes which may be 
necessitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Deficit: 


The current deficit (excess of current liabilities over total as- 
sets) of the Town increased from $827.60 to $3, 129.54 in 1968, 
as shown herewith:

Law: 





It is noted that there was a net overdraft of appropriations in 
the amount of $6, 420.53 - in other words, total expenditures ex- 
ceeded total appropriations by this amount as indicated herewith:

Net Overdraft of Appropriations $ 6, 420.53 


On November 25, 1968 a certificate of emergency was issued 
by the Tax Commission authorizing the expenditures of $7, 500. 00 
in excess of the appropriations in the following accounts: 


Town Maintenance Highways 
Town Officers' Expenses 
Old Age Assistance 


New Equipment: 


Article #26 in the Town Warrant for 1968 was adopted as fol- 
lows: ''To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1, 000.00) for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a tractor equippedwith Loader and Back-hoe."' The Town 
spent $3, 500.00 for this piece of equipment. 


It appears, that through an oversight, the budget committee of 
the Town neglected to include in the Town Warrant for 1968, the 
additional $2, 500. 00 to be withdrawn from capital reserve funds. 
Inasmuch as the Town is in a deficit position as of December 31, 
1968, we recommend that such an article be included in the Town 
Warrant for 1969. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955; require 
that this report or the summary of findings and recommendations 
(letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report 
of the Town. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Allenstown 
for their assistance during the course of the audit.

SUPERINTENDENT'S 
REPORT 





This is my last report. When it is read, 
I shall be attending to the affairs of life 
normally associated with retirement. How- 
ever, one cannot give up a role easily 
which has been played for forty years 
without having a few thoughts about the 
past, present and future. While it is pleas- 
ant to reminisce, the fulfillment of tomor- 
row’s dreams can only be realized through 
positive action taken today. 


Through the years, the process of edu- 
cation has moved from the little red school 
house, which at that time met the needs 
of many, to a refinement and sophistica- 
tion that can only be accommodated ina 
larger school. The child who completed 
the eighth grade yesterday now stays on 
until he finishes high school. In some 
areas of the country, the community pro- 
vides an additional two years of educa- 
tion at public expense. The complexities 
of the modern world place a premium on 
education which can only involve greater 


expenditures as the years go by. 


At one time, the local school district 
assumed full responsibility for financing 
its educational system. With the passing 
of time, the demands that have been placed 
on the community are taking an increas- 
ingly larger share of the tax dollar, to the 
point that the property owner is required 
to shoulder a proportionately larger bur- 
den. Whereas teachers would accept what 
a local district would pay, or move on, 
a mobile population has teamed up with 
modern means of communication to break 
down town boundaries. Teachers, with 
leadership provided through their associa- 
tions, are acting in concert in the present- 
ation of demands which tend to be uniform 
from district to district. As a consequence 
of this, school boards have been haunted 
with the specter of costs increasing more 
rapidly than ability to pay. 

Basically, education is a state function, 
with school districts serving as _ political 
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subdivisions of the state. The state board 
of education has powers of management, 
supervision and direction over all public 
schools and may make rules and regula- 
tions necessary to secure their efficient 
administration. From time to time, stat- 
utes have been enacted which also con- 
tribute to a framework within which local 
boards operate. The purpose of such 
regulation is to insure that all children 
living in the state receive an equality of 
educational opportunity. However, the 
scope of education today exceeds that 
which must be provided by law and while 
every child has the same opportunity in 
theory, in practice this is not the case. 


The time is now at hand when, more 
than at any other time in history, it is 
necessary for the state to extend itself to a 
greater degree than it has in order to 
promote educational opportunity. There is 
a wide discrepancy in the ability of towns 
to meet costs, and the town which is rural 
in character does not have the same re- 
sources as does the one with a broad tax 
base provided by business and industry. 
If the state is not to abdicate its respon- 
sibility, it would seem quite evident that 
it must at least fully implement those stat- 
utes which now exist so that the local tax 
payer will not be called upon incessantly 
to make up the difference necessary to 
maintain an adequate educational pro- 
gram. In turn, it would seem appropriate 
to consider very seriously the methods of 
raising revenue required to implement these 
statutes. Unless these steps are taken, 
inequality of educational opportunity not 
only will continue, but it can only become 
greater in the years ahead.

Fiscal Accounting Records Prescribed for E.S.E.A. Title | Funds: 


Regulations governing fiscal accounting records for "E.S.E.A. Title I" 
funds granted the District require separate accounts with accurate line item 
records of receipts and expenditures to be kept for each approved project. 
The use of separate purchase orders for the procurement of supplies and ser- 


vices, special vendors invoices, as well as segregated vendor and payroll 
manifests are likewise required. 


Accordingly, appropriate control and detail ledger accounts should be 
mointained for each individual program. These records should reflect the 
financial activities for the entire fiscal life of the program and are to be 
closed at the termination of project activities or after all obligations incur- 
red have been discharged. 


Disposition of unencumbered or unexpended funds should be clearly in- 
dicated on the records. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, require that this 
report or the summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
shall be published in the next annual report of the School District.
